During the week ended February 4 there were reported in Calcutta 
60 deaths from cholera, 13 from plague, and 1 from smallpox; in all 
Bengal 2,438 cases of plague, with 2,192 deaths; in all India 26,211 
cases of plague with 22,239 deaths.
